8, A preposed standard practice for 
construction of rural telephone lines was 
outlined, The company stated it would ex- 
pend five times the gross annual revenue 
from such lines to build them. If cost of 
construction goes over that, the subscriber 
would be asked to pay the excess. A three- 
year contract could be required as well as 
the deposit of one year’s rental on the sub- 
cribers’ telephones if the company wanted 
it. Six percent interest would be paid on the 
unused portion of the deposit but in case 
the subscriber didn’t keep the phone for the 
full deposit period, the company could re- 
tain the entire deposit,

While 12 manufacturing establish- 
ments were listed for Elba in 1952, only 
were carried in 1955. Of these 10, seven had 
survived the short period of three years and 
three were new. 

It would be impossible to tell whether 
Elba had a net gain or loss in the changes 
unless a close audit was made of all the 
businesses concerned. The town misses the 
payroll from Elba Textile but at the same 
time Dorsey Trailers have added a substan- 
tial number of men to their working force. 
Smaller businesses that have come and gone 
from the town probably balance each other 
out insofar as employment and income are 
concerned. 


Only one thing can be ascertained for 
sure. That is that the local scene is not sta- 
tic. Nothing is certain about today’s mar- 
kets with science moving as rapidly as it is. 
No town, business or individual can afford 
to sit back and think the cat is in the bag 
for them, Circumstances far removed from 
their control can change everything over- 
night, for better or for worse. ‘
